CHARLES KRATZ.

BUTLER, Mo., Aug. 1.—The 
former Councilman Charles Kratz of St. 
Louis has been postponed until Sept. 2. 
The continuance was granted at 3:% 

_ o'clock Monday morning by Judge W. W. 

? Graves of the circuit court, before whorr, 
Kratz was to have been tried on a charge 
of bribery/in connection with the Subur- 
ban deal. 

The continuance was gtanted soldty Ol. 
the testimony of Dr. G. Wiley Broome «tf 
St. Louis; who asserted that Kratz, who 
remained in St. Louis, -is suffering from 
“acute appendicitis and other diseases.’’ 

Circuit Attorney Folk crogss-questioned 
Dr. Broome very closely, but was unable 
to elicit any information with which 1» 
combat the plea for postponement entere:l] 
by T. T. Fauntleroy, chief of Kratz's coun- 
sel. ; 

Mr. Folk, Attorney C. Orrick Bishop and 
all wifnesses in the case will return to 
St. Louis at once. 

¢John M. Dubro was the only state's wit-} 
mess here. He was a member of the grand- 
jury which indicted Kratz. He came from 
Colorado, where he had been spending the 
summer. 


JURY PANEL DISMISSED. 


After granting the continuance, Judge 
Graves discharged the entire panel and or- 
dered Sheriff Smith 4o select a new panel 
for the September trial. 

“T do not propose to have the Kratz case 
tried by jurors who are clients of attor- 
neys in the case,”’ he said later. “I wil] 
specially direct Sheriff Smith not to have 
any ciient of any attorney interested on 
the new panel he selects. I want a jury 
cot of the strongest men in the coun- 
ty. I know who they are and will see that 
they get on the jury.” ' 

It is said that Judge Graves took the pre- 
caution to have the jury list submitted to 
him Saturday. instead of.waiting to inspect 
the names when the trial was begun. 

Different reasons are volunteered for 

, Judge Graves’ (dissatisfaction. The an- 
nouncement of the panel has been awaited 
with interest ever since Charles A. Gutke. 
in his confession to Circuit Attorney Folk. 
stated that members of the combine were 
freely predicting that Kratz would not be 
convicted. 

“I only selected these men Friday and 
Saturday,”’ Smith explained, “and none of 
them knew they were to be selected. 

“The judge told me he was sorry I put 
Senator Newberry on the list. because New. 
berry is related to him (Judge Graves) 
and also to Prosecuting Attorney Ludwick. 
He also pointed out four others on the Hist 
who are clients of John Francisco and 
Harvey Clark, local lawyers who will as- 
sist in the defense.’’

PORTAGE, Pa., Aug. 1.—Pursued by 800 
men, the three men who murdered Charlies 
Hays, driver, and perhaps fatally wounded 
Patrick F. Campbell, paymaster ‘for the 
Puritan Coal Co., about a mile south of 
this place yesterday, are hiding in Cedar 
swamp, ubout seven miles from Portage, on 
the Bedford County line. One of the tugi- 
tives is injired, but not so bad as to pre- 
vent his flight. ° 

In parties of about twenty the pursuing 
men are scattered out over the entire’ 
boundary of the Laurel thicket and swamp, 
Which is 12 muies jong and 11 miles wide.

MANY INONSTS | 
HAVE RETURNED 


Killing Operations on a Big Scale Re- 
sumed in All Chicago Plants— 
Strikers Scoff at Enemy’s Statement 
That Strike Is Broken. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 1.—Declaring the strike 
broken and that the working force had 
been recruited by more than 1000 men and 
women, many of whom had deserted the 
union cause, the packers today began the 
week's operations with the largest recetpts 
of live stock that have reached the stuck- 
yards since July 12, when the strike be- 
gan. 

There were 915 cars, carrying 25,000 cattle; 
30,000 hogs and 17,000 sheep in the day’s 
ship nts from the West and, with this 
Suppiy, the killing gangs in the big planta 
were busily occupied. 

Assertions that the strike is broken were 
scouted by the strikers as being manifest- 
ly absurd. 

Swift & Co. declared that nearly all their 
old millwrights and car workers had re- 
turned to work. 


Swift's agents further asserted that the 
firm never intends to take back striking 
leamsters or barn men, the claim being 
made that the packers had hemmed to do 
Without wagons here. \A4] shipments to 
Chicago branchs will be made by railroad. 
Retailers will take their wagons to the 
branches for purchases. 

Among the toile ‘rs who reached the stock- 
yards today were 0 negro women, who 
Were taken to Libby, McNeii! & Libby’s, 
where they wili do scrub work in place of 
the charwomen who went on strike. 

The position of the livestock handlers 
who struck at the stockyards in sympathy 
with the packing house employes and 
afterward returned to their duties, hand- 
ling stock for the packing companies in- 
volved in the strike as weil as for the in- 
dependent plants, has been made plain by 
the official statement that their action was 
taken in obedience to their union officers. 
It is declared that they stand ready to 
strike again if it appears necessary.

Strong efforts, it is said, 
have been made by representatives of the 
packers to induce further desertions from 
the ranks of the strikers, and the claim 
is made that the efforts are meeting with 
much success.

“The suai of the Gods,”” the most im- 
portant of the plays offered in the opening 
of the St. Louis theatrical segson last 
night, is a very pretty, practicable, poetic 


and princely production. 
‘These, of course, were our é¢xpectations 


of it, and they were fulfilled In a most grat- 
ifying way. 

“The Darling of the Gods” ig a Japanese 
play produced by David Belasco with such 
fidelity to Japan that it is educative. We 
learn something of the history of Japan and 
of Japanese customs; moreover, we see 
the physical Japan as we have not seen it 
in any other play. In this respect the 
tragedy which began its World’s Fair ca- 
reer ac the Imperial Theater last’ night 
achieves the best purpose of the drama: It 


mirrors cortemporary and precontemporary 
lize, and we leave the theater conscious 
thet we have not been entertained alone, 
but that we have been to school. 

The St. Louis opening of the now noted 
Jupanese play wags in some respects remark- 
able. Because Mr. Relasco operates inde- 
pendent of the theatricai syndicate, he en- 
gaged the Imperial Theater, a popular- 
priced house, and made it a first-class play- 
house for a period that is expected to cover 
three months. 

What we saw at the Imperial Theater 
last night was a newly appointed theater 
in which the old paint has been overlaid 
with new colors, in which the old velvet 
upholstering has given way to cool leather, 
in which the carpets and curtains were 
brignt and new, making altogether a picture 
of loveliness. 

Herc also we saw an audience overflow- 
ing the seating capacity of the house, 
though the Imperial seats upwards of 2100. 
It was a fine audience, and its presence 
there marked quite a transformation in 
things at the Imperial. Meaning, of course, 
that 1f you have the play the people will 
find it 

It was a hot night in St. Louls. What 
with tears and perspiration, there were 
times when one’s vision was dim and the 
stage seemed a mirage; but the people 
cared nothing for that. They gave the piay 
a fine hearing. They responded to its sen- 
timents, and they went away with glad 
hearts, even though their collars were limp. 


It is quite impossible reaily to suffer with 
the heat when ‘The Darling of the Gods” 
is on parade. Rather, I think, it helps one 
to enter into the atmosphere of the play, 
for the furnace-like torture chamber is 
much in evidence, and oftentimes a victim 
is sent below with such realism that one 
shudders with the thought of what is 
going on under the stage. It is doubtful 
if the audience could so fully share the 
torment of the victim in winter. 

The rsona gratissimo of the play is 
Miss Bianche Bates of Cigarette fame in 
‘Lnder Two Flags.’ Miss Bates is the 
Princess Yo-San, whose love for the Prince 
Kara, an outlaw, is at once the meat and 
Grink of the play. Kara is Eugene Or- 
monde, an actor whose mental and physical 
titness for the role makes him quite as 
acceptable as Miss Bates is delightful. 

There is much girlishness, !nnocence, 
iquancy and pretty playing in the Bates 

o-Ban. Our accepted Japanese girl is all 
daintiness, prettiness, exclusiveness, and 
Miss Bates shows us this very creature in 
a really charming fashion, though not with- 
out sotne injustice to her original Ameri- 
can looks. 

There age fewer traces of Belasco’s master 
art of playbuilding in this’ play than we 
saw in “Du Barry,’ Luther Long, who 
collaburated with Belasco in writing the 
story, leaves the im t of his poetic tem- 
perament fast upon it, and whenever it 
departs from this it is carried into intense- 
ly practicable channels by Belasco. 

It is Long who gives to “The Darling of 

the Gods” its fidelity to Japan,. its poetry 
and romantic charm It is Belasco who 
gives to it those crowd-winning qualitics 
which make it a great picture From scene 
to scene and which gave it fine climaxes 
rooted in that subject of sex without 
which, according to the Belasco conception 
of the drama, no play can be a great suc- 
cess. 
‘The Darling of the Gods’’ is not so in- 
termsely interesting nor so skillfully build- 
ed as “Du Barry,” the play so wonderful 
in this respect that one can sit upon a pin 
during the performance and not know it. 

But ‘“‘The Darling of the Gods”’ is pret- 
tier, not quite though nearly so outre in its 
seams, and a really great dramatic effort 
attended by a deserved success. It will 
have perished from the earth while “Du 
Barry” still lives. and owes much of its 
vogue to present-day interest in Japan. 
It is a tragedy built upon foundations sure, 
even though at times impossible. It is the 
most serious dramatic offering ever under- 
taken in St. Louis for the period of time 
which it is purposed that it shall run. 
It is big, and it is one of the many superb 
things for which we. have to thank the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition for having 
brought to us. 

For without the Exposition and its visit- 
ing crowds “The Darling of the Gods”’ as 
we see it at the Imperial has no more busi- 
ness in St. Louis for three months than a 
whale has in a bathtub.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 1—At last the 
decisive battle of the campaign seems to 
be in progress. Having completed his en- 
veloping movement of the Russian posi 
tion, Gen. Kuroki has ordered simulta . 
neously @n advance from all points againat 
Haicheng and Liao-Yang. Fighting is rag- 
ing on both fronts, and still continues. The 
latest reports contain nothing yet confirm. 
atory of the rumors that Gen. Kuropatkig 
has been defeated. According to Kuropate 
kin's official dispatch to the Emperor, the 
battle began for the possession of the ime- 
portant position at Simouchen, which is 
located at the juncture of the Feng Wang 
Cheng and Siuven roads. The late reports 
indicate the Japanese were repulsed thero, 
Two separate armies were launched from 
the east above the two roads, while a third 
under Gen. Oku, moved up eaet 
of the railroad from Tatchekiao, to try to 
cut off the Russian force there from Hal- 
cheng. If the latter move is successful 
this force will be crushed. 

A portion of Gen. Kuroki’s army at the 
same time advanced against Gen. Count.

Still fur- 
ther north, on the Saimatsza-Liao Yang 
road, the Japanese moved, followed against 
Houtsiatze, 25 miles from Liao-Yang.

RUSSIAN POSITION DESPERATE. 
Gen. Kuropatkin's situation will be des- 
perate in the event of his defeat. The 
keenest anxiety is felt at the war office 
for news of the progress of the battle 

The general staff seems utterly .dum- 
founded at the number of men the Jap- 
anese pussess, and, consequently, Kuro- 
patkin's statement that they are landing 
another heavy force at the port of Newe- 
Chwang adds to the solicitude. 

The report of Lieuwtenant-General Count 
Keller’s death is confirmed. He was killed 
July 29 while resisting the preliminary at- 
tack of Gen. Kuroki’s army on the Yanze 
pass, 30 miles east of Liao Yang. The gen- 
eral was standing near a battery, which 
was subjected to a terrific fire, when a 
shell burst close to him and he fell, mor- 
tally wounded, dying 2% minutes later. Be- 
fore he expired Gen. Keller had@ the satis- 
faction of knowing the Japanese attack 
had been rebelled. 

Gen. Keller was the first high Russian 
military commander to lose his life in this 
war. He resigned the high and lucrative 
post of governor of Ekaterinoslaff to go to 
the front and exchanged with Gen. Zassa-

The loss of Gen. Keller is deeply felt in 
court circles. He was a peraonal favorite 
of the Emperor. His gister, Countess 
Kleimmicha> is one of the leaders of St.

KUROPATKIN’S REPORT. 
The Emperor today received the follow- 
ing dispatch, dated July 31, from Gen.
